Many Missouri motorists are inviting a headon 
i rash and jeopardizing their own safety possibly with 
he misguided idea that they are more rather than less 
secure. 
Take a trip at night and count the number ot ap­ 
proaching cars whose drivers fail to dim the head- 
ights. 
This practice not only is discourteous and danger­ 
ous but it is illegal 
Under Missouri law a motorist must dim his head­ 
lights when coming within 500 feet of another vehicle. 
The law is widely violated. Some motorists refuse 
o dim their headlights after repeated dim-bright 
lickerings given as a warning by approaching mo­ 
torists. 
Any driver approaching blinding car lights cannot 
see the outside of the paving or the center line. There 
is a great danger that he will unintentionally swerve 
into the path of an approaching car. 
A high percentage of accidents occur at night and 
blinding headlights is one of the accident causes. Good 
vision is important to highway safety. 
Dimming lights should be voluntary both in ap­ 
proaching facing traffic and in approaching from the 
rear automobiles going in the same direction. Lights 
switched to the high beam blind the motorists going 
in the same direction ahead as well as facing traffic. 
Bright lights are taboo for all city driving. In addi­ 
tion to blinding other motorists, the high beams reach 
up into the sidewalks and lawns to blind pedestrians. 
Too many Sikeston motorists drive in the city at night 
with their headlights switched on the high beam 
Motorists should automatically switch to the down 
beam on entering any community regardless of motor 
traffic. If all their night driving is within a town or 
city, the lights should never be switched to the high 
beam, which isn’t needed for the slower rate of travel 
in the speed zoned areas of town and city streets.

Frontier Spirits in an Old Town 


Brownsville, Texas: — What’s 
in a nam e: 
Away up yonder in the cen­ 
tral p a n of this v a n stale is 
the town of RieseL A*ide from 
it* nam e of which it can well 
be proud 
if you’ll forgive my 
saying* Riesei, Texas has some­ 
thing else that makes it uni­ 
que. 
Its citizenry is the only com­ 
munity group in the world ever 
to double its taxes voluntarily. 
From now on I’ll know’ it, not 
only as a nam esake, but also as 
the little city which refu.-ed to 
a k 
for 
a 
handout 
when its 
school system ran into ha r d 
times. 
It all developed when the new 
school superintendent J. G. Free­ 
man. found that the education 
system had rolled up a ten year 
debt of $85,000. There are but 
*»w people im ide the lim its of 
Riesei, lb miles east of Waco. 
Teachers had not been paid 
for the last two months of the 
previous school 
year. 
There 
was no money for the utilities. 
A hardw are and lum ber com­ 
pany which had 
sent 
alo n g 
m aterial for m aintenance had 
$2,300 long overdue. A Samari­ 
tan 
now living in Utah, had 
once bailed out the system with 
a loan of $20,000 but had not 
been repaid. Money was owed 
to the F irst State Bank of Riesei 
and to ether banks in Waco and 
Cameron. These were long term 
loans and did not include bills 
due in the fall.

not open again. 
Eighty-five thousand d o lla rs 
i. 
a lot of money even for a 
Riesei of New York and Wash­ 
ington.
